26 Miles; Loss $300,000,000 


San Francisco, April 23— Five 
hundred bodies 


have been recovered and buried or cremated. This 
dreadful total goes to prove that the estimate of the 
loss of life has not been exaggerated. Only a small 
part of the ruins have been explored. It is impossi- 
ble to tell now how mauy of the victims have been 
buried without permits 'from the coroners and board 
of health. Many bodies have been found by one or 
another of widely separated searching parties and 
have been interred without any ceremony or formal- 
ity. Even an approximately accurate list of the 
deaths and casualties cannot be made at the moment. 


The entire area over which the flames raged was 


covered in an automobile Sunday. 
The circumfer- 


ence of this area, as measured by accurate cyclomet- 
er, was 26 miles. It comprises the entire business 
district and a large part of the residential section, 
which was densely populated. The loss will aggregate 
$300,000,000. This estimate was made, calmly and 
carefully, by competent insurance experts. On this 
vast amount of property the insurance companies 
carried $175.000,000 approximately. 


The relief work is being accomplished 
magnifi- 


cently. The great problem of sanitation is being met 
with "energy and foresight. Up to this morning no 
case of serious illness has been reported from the 
chief refugee camps.

games was performed today by King 
Jeorge of Greece. The huge stadium 
was already packed when tha royal 
procession arrived to the strains ot the 
Jieek and British anthems.

came a 
cairiaga containing 


^ing^George and Queen Alexandria, 
then came a carriage with King Ed- 
waid and Queen Olga These were fol- 
lowed by carriages with Princess Vic- 
toria, Prince and Princess of ^ ales, 
and i.iembeis of the Greek royal familj, 
with brilliant suites, and representa- 
tives of various European courts. 


The procession traversed the whole 


length ot the stadium amid vociferous 
•hearing, and the dignitaries took seats 
m a semi-circle. Then Crown Prince 
Constantino, Duke of Spaita, who Is 
president of the game, moved from the 
center of 
the arena, saluting 
King 


George and read an address stating the 
objects uf the meeting and expressing 
the hops that tlie victors of whatever 
nationality they might be would re- 
member that the victory had been ac- 
claimed on the sacred soil of Athens 
uy descendants of the aiulent Hellenes. 
He concluded by begging King George 
to proclaim the opening.
